In Iron Curtain 


Two Officials May Be 
Gone To Moscow 
LONDON — (ZP) — Two British 
foreign service officials*—one the 
head of the American department 
— have disappeared amid specula­ 
tion they might have gone behind 
the Iron Curtain. 
The foreign office 
announced 
today the two 
men 
have been 
missing from their 
homes 
since 
May 25. 
The two are D. D. MacLean, 38, 
head of the American department 
of the foreign office, and G. F. De 
M. Burgess, 40, who returned here 
on leave last month from his post 
as second secretary of the British 
embassy in Washington. 
A foreign 
service 
spokesman 
declined 
to 
speculate 
on 
th« 
whereabouts of the two, but 
a 
eearch by police and intelligence 
operatives has been started both 
here and in France. 
As head of the American de­ 
partment, MacLean would have a 
complete and thorough knowledge 
of top Anglo-American diplomatic 
secrets. Burgess, having served in 
Britain’s 
Washington 
embassy, 
would be In a similar position. 
Tile London Daily Express said 
the two men told a friend they 
planned to go to Moscow to “serve 
their Idealistic purposes.”

Nazi Criminals 


Die On Gallows 


Lost Seven Hang At 
Landsberg, Germany 
Bv RICHARD K. O'MALLEY 
LANDSBERG, Germany — (ZP) — 
Seven Nazi war criminals, con­ 
victed of the mass m urder of mil­ 
lions, were hanged by the United 
States Army here early today. 
They were the last to die of 275 
persons condemned by the U. S. 
war crimes tribunals of 1946-47. 
The seven went to the gallows af­ 
ter four years of legal m aneuver­ 
ing. Their last mercy appeal was 
denied by the U. S. suprem e court 
yesterday. 
The seven dropped through the 
ti ap iii the basement 
of 
bleak 
Landsberg prison 
w here 
their 
Fuehrer, Adolf Hitler, had writ­ 
ten “Mein Kampf.” It was just 
sev i‘ii years and a day since the 
allies swarmed ashore in Fiance 
on D-Day to break the back of 
Nazi power. 
Tin ce of those hanged were SS 
(elite guard) generals 
and two 
were colonels condemned for tile 
wanton 
slaughter 
of 
innocent 
Jews. Gypsies and Russians 
Two other SS men died because. 
as concentration camp bosses, they 
had wreaked horror among then 
defenseless charges.

Winter In State 


Report Many Die 
From Starvation 
The largest deer kill, due to 
starvation, in history was report­ 
ed in Michigan by the State Con­ 
servation department today. 
The department estimated that 
between 35.000 and 50,000 deer 
starved to death in the state the 
past winter. The actual count of 
dead deer in the critical areas 
surveyed was 1,345. In the 1,250 
square miles 
of 
winter 
range, 
searchers estimated there were 25 
to 30 deer per square mile. 
In the Upper Peninsula, dis­ 
trict No. I at Baraga, the deer 
remained yarded for a full week 
longer than the previous high in 
the winter of 1942-43. according 
to 
Bob Rafferty, 
district 
game 
supervision. In spite of the length 
of the season, no great amount of 
starvation was recorded and the 
majority of the deer appeared to 
come out of the yards in fair con­ 
dition. 
Howard Eldred, district super­ 
vision in the Escanaba area, re­ 
ported that quite a number of 
deer were found dead frc rn star­ 
vation in one yard in Delta coun­ 
ty. Deer started yarding in the 
latter 
part 
of 
November 
and 
were in the yards until the first 
week of April. 
Thirty-nine dead deer were re­ 
ported found in the Newberry 
district and 51 
in 
the Crystal 
Falls district, where Ivan Thom­ 
son reported the largest number 
of deaths since he has been in 
that area.

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New Michigan Law 
Gives Life Term For 
Subversive Activity 


LANSING — (FP) — Michigan 
courts are perm itted to impose 
life sentences in prison for sub­ 
versive activity under a bill sign­ 
ed into law by governor W illiams 
yesterday. 
The subversion sentence may 
be any term of years up to life. 
The law, im plem enting a con­ 
stitutional 
am endm ent 
defining 
subversion, makes it a falonv to 
conceal knowledge of subversive 
activity, or to join an organization 
knowing it to be subversive. 
One section would forfeit the 
charter of any corporation which 
ends money, pays m oney or fu r­ 
nishes services or personnel to 
bnv person or group engaged in 
lubversive activity. The corpora­ 
tion also should be 
fined 
any 
imount up to its total assets. 
Sheriffs’ Bill Vetoed 
T he governor vetoed a bill to 
•cheve county sheriffs of liability 
for the misconduct of their de­ 
puties. It also would have requir­ 
ed each deputy to obtain a faith­ 
ful perform ance bond. 
W illiams said no other c o u n t y 
official is exempt from liability 
for the misconduct of his assist­ 
ants and that he could see no rea­ 
son to relieve the sheriffs of that 
responsibility since they are tho 
county’s chief law 
enforcem ent 
officers. The bill also would have 
been an excessive burden on de­ 
puties, he said.

LANSING — (TP)—Fishing li­ 
cense sales are up nearly 12 per 
cent over last year at this time, 
the state conservation departm ent 
reported.

Reports to June I showed 253.- 
738 licensed resident 
fishermen 
compared to 226,738 a year ago. 
Non-resident licenses totaled 9,- 
384, about 15 per cent more than 
the year previous. 
Trout stamp sales also were on 
the increase w ith incomplete re ­ 
ports showing 
51,116 issued, 
a 
near eight per cent increase. 
The sale of fishing licenses was 
expected to hit its 
yearly 
peak 
during the next few weeks with 
the start of the vacation period 
and the opening of the general 
fishing season Ju n e 25. 


The 1950 creel census, m ean­ 
while, showed two new

Sports fisherm en

in 
G reat Lakes waters hit a new 
high for success with 4.84 fish 
caught per hour of angling.

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Vandenberg^ Son May 
Run For U. S. Senator

WASHINGTON— It w as just a 
veal' ago that the 
late 
Senates 
A rthur H. Vandenberg p articip at­ 
ed tor the last tim e in the work 
cl the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee. He was helping to put 
through the 
m easure 
providing 
tor m ilitary aid for W estern E u­ 
rope. 
Now another appropriation for 
m i1 italy and 
economic 
aid 
has 
gone to Capitol 
Hill 
and 
this 
melancholy anniversary points up 
the fact that there is no V anden­ 
berg to help shepherd it to final 
passage V andenberg^ loss is felt 
in so many ways; above all on the 
side of his vigorous, positive ap ­ 
proach to foreign policy. 
At that same tim e a year ago 
he was thinking of the problem 
ol the veto in the U nited Nations 
and the challenge of Com munist 
China to the seat held 
by 
N a­ 
tionalist China. V andenberg had 
drafted a letter on this subject 
for Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
sun 
He called a reporter 
to his 
office to show him the 
was his frequent habit. 
In that letter Vandenberg gave 
it as his view that 
the 
United 
States 
should 
not 
hesitate 
to 
threaten to use the veto against 
Com m unist China or even, if u l­ 
tim ately necessary, to use it. Sup­ 
pose then, as V andenberg phrased 
it. that Russia disputes this use of 
the veto. 
Offers Opportunity- 
Far from being an em barrass­ 
ment, this would be an opportun­ 
ity to be seized upon. 
It 
would 
give the United States a chance 
to point out how the Soviet Union 
had employed the veto tim e 
and 
again to block the admission of 
new members. 
As 
Vandenberg 
saw it, the whole position of the 
USSR on the veto could be suc­ 
cessfully 
challenged 
from 
this 
vantage point. 
Secretary Acheson 
has 
taken 
Hie position that the 
substitution 
ol Communist China in the place 
of Nationalist China is not subject 
to the 
veto 
since 
Com munist 
China would not in the term s of 
the chalder 
be a 
new 
member. 
Acheson, according to some re­ 
pel ts, has been preparing to re­ 
verse the position of the govern­ 
m ent on this question. But I have 
been able to find no confirmation 
for those reports. 
The score kept in the state de­ 
partm ent shows that Russia 
has 
used the veto 47 times. 
Of 
that 
total it was used 22 tim es to keep 
out proposed new m em bers. Some 
countries, 
conspicuously 
Italy, 
h ave been vetoed several times by 
tne S o\iet delegate. 
In the light of this 
record 
the 
significance of V andenberg’s pro­ 
posal is obvious. 
It would

blasted 
in to open the whole dis­ 
ruptive issue of the veto and the 
harm it has worked. Vandenberg 
had long believed that an u n d er­ 
standing could be reached among 
the Big Four on limitation of the

the U. N. machinery. 
Too often the kind of creativity 
expressed 
by 
Vandenberg 
as 
friend and hopeful critic of a bi­ 
partisan—or nonpartisan— foreign 
policy has been lacking. The ob­ 
vious path of 
traditional 
diplo­ 
macy has more 
frequently 
than 
not confined our policy-makers. 
Was Cautious Man 
M any of V andenberg’s 
ideas— 
his wisdom, the 
contribution 
he 
m ade since 1945—are still 
hidden 
aw ay in his private papers. 
He 
was in m any respects a cautious 
man. working behind the scenes 
to accomplish w hat he could. I 
have in my files several long and 
interesting letters from him dis­ 
cussing aspects of foreign policy. 
It is good news 
that 
his 
son, j 
Vandenberg, jr. intends 
to try to carry out a task that the 
father had set for himself. That 
was to write the 
story 
of 
his 
{participation in 
the shaping 
ot 
foreign policy with the aid of doc­ 
um ents that w ere long accum u­ 
lating. 
The 
younger 
V andenberg 
is 
now in Brazil w here he is sever­ 
ing his connection with the inter­ 
national basic economy corpora­ 
tion. Nelson Rockeleller put V an­ 
denberg in as head or u h s com­ 
pany which is carrying out vari­ 
ous Rockefeller projects in South 
America He will return 
soon to 
the family home in G rand Rapids 
and there settle down to the liter­ 
ary-historical assignm ent he has 
set for himself. 
The first result 
will be, it is hoped, 
a 
series of 
magazine articles. 
There is a 
possibility, 
yes, 
a 
probability, that V andenberg will 
run next year for the seat in the 
Senate so long held by his father. 
While he has not m ade a final de­ 
cision, be indicated to friends just 
before his return to Brazil that he 
felt it was his duty to carry on 
The 
V andenberg 
tradition. 
O b­ 
servers in M ichigan 
believe 
the 
Vandenberg 
nam e 
would 
have 
great political potency. 
If he does m ake the race, he 
will oppose Senator Blair Moody, 
a Democrat, appointed by Gov­ 
ernor M ennen Williams to fill the 
vacancy until next 
year’s 
elec­ 
tion. In that event Michigan vot­ 
ers would be more fortunate than 
those in many states, since 
they 
would be choosing 
between 
two 
able men, both of whom believe 
in upholding A m erica’s responsi­ 
bilities in 
a 
torn and 
divided 
world.

Submit New Figures 
At a 
special 
meeting 
of 
the 
Manistique city council Tuesday 
night, George W. Francis, ol the 
Francis 
Engineering 
company, 
Saginaw, was advised that his en­ 
gineering 
estimates 
for 
recon­ 
structing the local water supply 
system would have to be trimmed 
to meet the community’s ability 
to pay. 
At a prec ious session of the city 
board the Francis firm had sub­ 
mitted three plans for rebuilding 
the wTater supply system, each of 
which would cost 
in 
excess 
of 
$350,000. 
Francis was told that the pre­ 
sent income of the w ater depart­ 
ment would not permit revenue 
bonds in excess of $250,000. 
The Saginaw 
engineer 
agreed 
to review his original estimates 
and to prepare 
a 
revised 
plan 
which would provide for a w ater 
treatment plant with a sand-pres- 
sure filter instead of the mechan­ 
ical filtration equipment specified 
in the original figures. Other pro­ 
posed 
improvements, 
including 
the laying of a new gravity main, 
construction of a 
reservoir 
and 
rehabilitation of 
the p r e s e n t 
pumping station, will also be in­ 
cluded in the new' estimates. 
Because state 
health 
depart­ 
ment approval of a sand-pressure 
filtration system is problematical, 
it was decided that 
representa­ 
tives of the state health depart­ 
ment should be invited to meet 
with the council and Francis at a 
future date to discuss the matter. 
On the basis 
of his 
proposed 
new figures, Francis recommend­ 
ed that the city arrange immed­ 
iately to submit an application for 
issuance of 
$250,000 
worth 
ol 
revenue bonds.

W hile looking through 
fam ily 
effects recently, W illiam L. M ar­ 
ble came across a letter written 
Aug. 5, 1863 by his grandfather, 
Cpl. W illiam P. Derry, while 
he 
laid wounded in Courthouse Hos­ 
pital at Baton Rouge, La., which 
contains a graphic description of 
the siege of Port Hudson on the 
Mississippi River north of Baton 
Rouge during the C ivil War. 
Derry, who was born in 1831, 
at Brookville, 
Ontario, 
Canada, 
was first a tanner and later a 
tow boy on the Erie Canal. 
He 
enlisted in the Union Arm y 
at 
Fulton, N. Y., in 1861 and served 
the entire duration of the 
war 
without leave as an 
officer 
in 
General Banks Army. 
His regi­ 
ment was the 110th 
New 
York 
Volunteers. 
W hile in New O r­ 
leans he contracted yellow fever 
and his hair turned white during 
the first week 
of 
the 
ailment 
which caused his wife and chil­ 
dren to fail to recognize him upon 
his return home. 
Upon the close of the war he 
was transferred to Key West, Fla., 
as a Union guard of Jefferson Da­ 
vis, president of the Confederacy. 
Derry came to 
Gladstone 
in 
1888, the second year after G lad­ 
stone’s founding and resided here 
till his death in 1911 at the age 
of 80. 
He was proprietor of the 
Minnewasca hotel located above 
the old Scott and Mason furni­ 
ture store where 
the 
Masonic 
temple is now situated and later 
was employed by the M arble Arms 
and Manufacturing Co. 
He was 
a civic leader, serving as a local 
alderman and as chairman of the 
county board of supervisors. 
D erry’s description of the Port 
Hudson siege follows: 
“ I suppose you have long be­ 
fore heard that I was won muted on 
the 14th of June. 
I presume a 
description of the battle would be 
of some interest to you. 
I w ill 
describe what occurred under my 
own observation as near as I can 
from memory. 
You w ill make al­ 
lowance for some mistakes that 
may occur. 
“ I have annexed a small draw­ 
ing of Port Hudson and it’s de­ 
fenses. 
I have tried to give you 
some idea of the obstacles our 
Arm y had to contend with. Their 
line of batteries along the river 
was 5 or 6 miles. 
Our line of 
battle completely encircled their 
entire works. 
You w ill recognize 
the batteries by the letter B I have 
placed hear them. 
I don’t want 
you to form any 
idea 
of 
the 
strength of our forces by my rep­ 
resentation. 
I merely give you 
the relative position of the con­ 
tending forces. 
“ The 
intervening 
spaces 
be­ 
tween the two armies was a suc­ 
cession ut deep ravines with trees 
lolled across in every shape. The 
angles in Hie Reb entrenchments 
were so constructed 
that 
they 
commanded every ravine. 
“ On the 13th day of June fifty 
men of our regiment, the I loth 
New 
York Volunteers, one hun­ 
dred of the 4th 
Massachusetts, 
one hundred of the 28th Company 
J, were formed into a battalion 
to throw hand

General Pain. 
We were directly 
in the roar of Port Hudson. M y­ 
self and tentmate, H. W. Then- 
gen, were selected as orderlies for 
the commander of the battalion— 
no mean 
position. 
We 
broke 
camp on the afternoon of the 13th \ 
and took our position on the road ■ 
about 
one-hall 
mile 
from 
the I 
place of attack and bivouaced for I 
the night. 
“ On Sunday morning the 14th i 
at the early hour of two and a I 
hall o’clock, 
we were called 
to 
prepare our coffee, but I was all 
ready up. 
I had not slept any! | 
We drank our cot fee as quick as 
possible and were marched to the 
area in front of the Port Hud- j 
son ramparts, and our 
lines of ! 
battle formed before daynight, for j 
it was less that 
two 
hundred | 
rods to the Rebel 
works 
and ! 
within rifle shot. 
“ As soon as our batteries got I 


iii 
position they opened a most i 
deadly fire on the Rebs. 
W e lay ! 
on tin’ ground 
until 
daybreak, i 
when General 
Pain came along 
and 
gave the order: 
Forward, 
double-quick’. 
He took the lead 


and said ‘Come on Boys, 
I 
w ill 
show’ you 
the w ay.’ He 
was a 
brave man, but went only about 
two-thirds the distance w'hen he 
fell with his leg broke. 
“ The Rebs were not asleep I 
can tell you, for we had no sooner 
got onto our feet then they poured 
into us a most deadly fire. 
Our 
duty was to go to the ditch and 
throw hand grenades over 
and 
then rush 
over the 
works 
but 
there was but few 
boys 
ever 
reached the ditch. 
The sacrifice 
was awfull. 
The Commander of 
the hand grenaders was shot dead 
soon alter we started. 
“ M y position was a few feet in 
the rear and center of the bat­ 
talion. 
I stood on the left of my 
Commander. 
M y duty was to 
carry over from him to the of­ 
ficers of the battalion beyond the 
reach of his voice. 
I retained my 
rifle in my right hand ready for 
any emergency that might occur. 
After my Commander fell I made 
the best time possible to get to 
the works. 
A ll the time the Rebs 
were pouring into us from their 
position behind the brestworks, a 
perfect shower of bullets. 
“ It was perfectly awful. 
Our 
noble boys were falling on every 
hand. 
The groans of the wound­ 
ed and dying were heart-rending. 
I did not stop for anything but 
put forward to the discharge of 
my duty. 
I got 
within 
about 
three rods of the works when I 
was met by a musket ball which 
took effect in my right side. The 
Reb meant well but God ruled 
otherwise. 
The shot knocked me 
down, but I jump 
up 
mighty 
quick and picked up my gun and 
made an effort to get to the ditch, 
but found I could not so I threw 
myself to the right into a little 
hollow just in time to miss the 
second shot from my ‘friend’ ov­ 
er the bank. 
They sent a per­ 
fect shower at me but thanks be 
to God I was below their range. 
They shaved so close that they 
cut the wallows and grass within 
three or four inches of my body. 
“ I laid on the 
ground 
some 
three or four hours. 
In the mean­ 
time there was several charges 
near me, one of which came near 
being successful. 
That was by 
the 133rd New York. 
They got 
onto the bank and partly across 
but were not 
supported, conse­ 
quently had to fall back. 
“ An 
officer 
gave 
me 
some 
brandy and told me to make an 
effort to get out if possible. 
He 
told me to leave everything but 
my canteen, but I thought I would 
take my haversack along also, so 
if I did not get out I would have 
something to eat. 
I took them in 
my left hand and crawled along 
the best I could; and after many 
narrow escapes and much suffer­ 
ing I succeeded in getting to the ! 
road. 
It w'as is a cut through 
higher ground and I rolled down 
into it on other wounded men. 
The road was full of men. 
They 
lay very close to the ground as 
the Rebs had. a cross fire on them. 
I was put on a stretcher and car­ 
ried by four negroes to the hos­ 
pital. 
They had to 
carry 
me 
some ot the w ay where the Rebs 
had good range of us. 
I tell you 
the way bullets flew around us
